For instance, suppose a British 
club ubould build an exiromo ecow, ‘an 
advanco on the Oullook, and which if pro- 
perly balanced would ontsail tho Ieldance. 
Such a yacht could be butit~“on thie aide, 
because the distanco to the racing prounds 
is short.

whole trond of tho sew rule is in favor of

Mr Herreshoff is sponsor fur the now 
rule, so he personally should advocate that 
6 match be made under it. Shorter 
waterline yachts ara the order of the day, 
ag shown by the racing between the Neola 
and tho Weetemore.

It haa deinnded tho cup 
for over fifty yeara, and hog Beon liberal in 
its terms with forsign challengos. Tho 
celal members aay itis asking too much to 
barz.tho Reliance. There can be no 
doubt, even shonld tho match fall through, 
that the New Yorkers will bo upheld, 
should they insist on putting the Reliance 
in teial races, 

Thereore thousands, however, who would 
like to noe a 70-fout challenger built under 
a different rule from that which has con- 
{rolled for ycars. With the parties hold- 
ing thoir present ground, however, it is 
quite uncertain whan tho noxt match for 
the America’s Cup will be raced. 

The Glasgow correapondent of the Her- 
ald saya that surprise ond disappuintmont. 
were bath expressed at the long delay which 
took place betweon the sending of Sir 
Thomas Lipton's letter to the Now York 
Yacht Club and the despatch by the Club 
Committoo of the desired information. 
These oxpressions wore, however, mildness 
when compared with the disappointment 
felt with the roply which has now been 
sont. 

It is pointed out that, so faras Am- 
crica’s Cup racing is concerned, it is out- 
side tho possibilities, unlesa some chango 
is mado. George L, Watson has already 
a dotinite question put to him whother ho 
wan willing te sccopt. + commission to 
design aud superintond another cup chal- 
lenger. His answer was, that sa loni as 
the rulo for tha measurement of cap vac-{ 
ers remained in its original atato, any at- 
tenipt to carry through another contest 
was only to court defeat. By inferonco 
his argument was that ¢ differcnt rule of 
rating brought different conditions, and 
thoro ia little doubt hero that he would 
undertake the designing of a chsllenger 
to be rated under any of the more modern 
rates, 

At thismoment it looks as though the 
only course left, open to any of our sport- 
ing yacht ownors who may dosite to con- 
tinue tho contest is to decide upon the 
conditions under which they aro willing 
to undertake a contest, und then to lodge 
achullenge coupled with these conditions,

AN INGENIOUS TORPEDO,

A Ride of Destruction, | 
The tremendous part played in the war 
now going forwaid by the tricky little tor- 
pedo hag given iva world-wide fame, They 
have an ingdnions one inthe United States, 
invented by LieutonantN. J. Halpine, of 


the navy. What this particular torpedo 
would do is beat described by imagining 5 
hostile fleat invading New York. Tha fleat 
is prepariy to drop anchor some trenty 
mile off. In less than five minutes after 
this information has been received at Sandy 
Hook, the operator of No. 1 dirigiblo tor. 
pedo is ready for action, All he has to do 
was to strap a cork jackel sround his waist, 
aay good-bye, and step into a staunchly- 
built little ski, The Halpine’ torpedo, 
loaded, primed, and ready for, service, hag 
already ‘bets floated out slongside tho skiff, 

The torpedo man reaches over and untios 
from a small ring on the torpedo's back 
the end of sfine wire. There is ona mile 
of this wire wound around a reel inside the 
torpedo. Une end the operator attachas 
to a coptroller board, not much larger than 
a watob, which be hulds in hia hand. The 
other end of the wire is alroady couplod 
on, so to speak, to the wonderfully ingen- 
ious mechanism which controls thatorpedo’s 
propolior and steering-gear. ° ; 

Having satisfied himself that everything 
is in order, the operator presses a button 
on the wateh-like controller bourd, and 
the torpedo shoots forward with the opera- 
tor and his skiff in tuw. Guided bya 
stuall cumpass, with a luminous faco, the 
oprator thes rides out to son, milo after 
mile, until far off to tho right ha catches 
sight of the gleam of tho searchlight of one 
the hostile battleships. 

Then ho presses the controller botto 
aguin, and instantly tho torpedo's stecring- 
gear, olectrically controlled, heads it off to 
the right, directly towards the hattloship 
which is to by destroyed, 

When about five miles from his proy the 
operator atops tho torpedo, draws it along- 
‘side, untice the tow rope, heaves an anchor 
overboard from the akifl, and gets astride 
the torpedo, Again tho torpedo, thus 
laden, darts forward, and when within a 
mile of the ship the operator slides off 
the back of the torpedo into the water, 
Still holding the controller wire, he again 
nreanes Eho ‘hotton, and. tho engine of death 
Kapa forward, reeling off behind it « thread 
of very fing wire. 

To see whore his tarpedo is heading he 
presses tho button for lights, and inatantly 
two little hoatod incandescent bights—one 
ted and the other green~show thomsolves 
upon the dead of the two tiny masts rising 
from the back of the torpedo, now 500 
yards away. The protecting hoods abield 
the glimmer of these lights from the front, 
80 that thoy cannot possibly beseon by the 
onemy. _ 

Flashing tho torpedo’; little red and 
green lights overy fow moments to make 
sure that the torpedo has not deviated 
from its course, the oporator sends it ahead 
at full speed, The next minute will tell 
whether the vonture was to be successful or 
not. 

Suddenly » vibratory movement of the 
connecting wire teds him that the torpedo 
tas atruck tho network ofsteel rings hung 
all around tho battleship to keop),such 
things as torpodocs away. 

To the torpedo man thdnext five scvonds 
soom ondlesy. Haathe torpedo failed or 
broken down! If so, death will claim him 
mits only victim, and tho officers and men 
on tho battleship will escape, © 

Tho answer comes in a vibratory wave 
pissing through the water at fearful velo. 
city. Siraultaneously tho “big battleship 
Joaps half out of tho water in a blavo of 
lights, 

hen the misshapen mass settles down 
and sinks Hike a stone, carrying hundreds 
of men with it. 

This is what had happened, and would 
happen in actual warfare if this torpedo 
wore used. 

From the moment it struck the net round 
the battleship the torpedo was sent oat of 
the operator's control. But it acted for it- 
self, with secret intelligencogiven by. arclock- 
work device which prompted all its move- 
menta. As tho urrow-shaped head of the 
torpedo ran into the net the torpe > rever- 
sed itself, and, backing sway, tore of a 
patch from thetdrpcdo's upper body, whilet 
tho torpedo itsolf continued to back owny 
from the ship. The lead patch had covered 4 
amall cavity containing sate Pear 
Contact with sir and water forced projec: 
tilo out through a tubo at an angle of 45 do- 
groos below the battleship's not, and be- 
neath the keel, When this projectillo bad 
shot down about 100ft. a connecting cable 
checked it, and ita nose atonce turned up- 
words, * 

The longth of the eablo, the distance of 
tho torpedo from the battlo-hip, and timing 
of the slow-burning fuse within the projec- 
tile Kad been figured out with such anathe- 
matical precision that when the projectile 
rose it atruck the undor-body of the battle- 
ship, below tho armor-plate line, and cx- 
ploded, blowing up thoship. = 

The clockwork contrivance inside the 
torpedo shell had meanwhile’ backed the 
torpedo away over the courte it bad come, 
tho red and grcon lights flickering to show 
the operator where the torpedo was, A 
small ratchet inside. the torpedo had also 
rolcased a spring, which began to ro-wind 
tho mile length of wire which had been 

sid out when tho operator dropped off its 
Beck. ‘Thus it goes back tohim, and ho in J 
turn makes the homo journey just as ho 
made tho outward one.
